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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims, as finally rejected, are not patentably 
distinct over the prior art. As stated in the Final rejection, claims 1 and 9 are anticipated by Figs. 6D and 12C, not Figs. 7A and 7B as 
argued by Applicant. Also, see Fig. 5 of Moon et al, which is a plane view of the LCD device of Fig. 6D. The objection to the specification 
stands because the examiner could not find the recited feature "wherein the metal pattern completely overlaps the UV-hardening sealant" 
in paragraphs [0054] to [0058], as argued by Applicant. Without antecedent basis in the specification, the phrase "completely overlaps" 
has been interpreted as "overlaps". Is there a difference between "completely overlaps" and "overlaps" ? The term "overlap" is defined as 
" to lie or extend over and cover oatf of or "coincide partly with" (Webster's II New Riverside University Dictionary). 
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
